DEMOCRATS DISCUSS TARIFE 


Underwood Makes Known the Tariff 
Views of President-Elect Wilson. 
Tariff Hearings Soon. 


Washington, January 1.—Represent- 
ative Underwood and Senator Martin, 
democratic leaders respectively of “n> 
house and senate, had a conference t9- 
day over plans for democratic tariff 
revision and for legislative work dur- 
ing the balance of the short session 
that reopens tomorrow. No definite 
plan of action for the present session 
was agreed on, but the democracic 
leaders discussed in detail President- 
elect Wilson’s tariff views as outlined 
to Mr. Underwood at Trenton yester- 
day. 

Both houses wiil confront crowded 
programs when tnéy reconvene at noon 
tomorrow. In the congestion of legis- 
lation, investigation nearings and the 
A&rchbald impeachment proceedings, the 
democratic forces will bring out dutr- 
ing the next few weeks the full scope 
of tariff revision preparation and par- 
ty organization for the special session 
that is to begin probably about March 
15. 

: General Plan of Tariff Revision. 
Representative Underwood has 
discussed publicly the details of his 
conference with President-elect -Wil- 
son, but it is known that the general 
‘plan of the tariff revision was gone 
over. In the meetings to begin this 
week of democratic members of the 
ways and means committee, the opin- 
ions of the president-elect and the gen- 
eral understanding arrived at between 
him and Mr. Underwood will be con- 
sidered fully, and an outline made «?f 
the various tariff revision bills that 
will be prepared in advance for the 

special session. 

The tariff hearings will begin next 
Monday, and the large volume of mail 
received from manufacturers, cotn- 
mercial organizations and ccnsumers 
indicates a widespread interest in the 
woolen, chemical and iron and steel 
tariff? achedules. Scores of men repre- 
senting the producing and manufactur- 
ing interests of the country are expect- 


ed to give their tariff views to the’ 


ways and means committee. 

While the Archbald impeachment trial 
will reopen in the senate Friday, the 
principal business of congress will not 
be resumed until Monday. 

The money trust investigation, the 
tariff hearings and other important 
committee work then will be added to 
the pressure incident to getting the 
big appropriation bills finished before 
March “4. At an informal democratic 
conference today it was agreed that 
the appropriation bills had made such 
progress that there probably will be 
no difficulty in passing all of them 
hefore adjournment.

Bulgaria Demands Adrianople. 

- M. Daneff said it would be impossible 
for Bulgaria to renounce her claim to 
the possession of Adrianople, and he 
' ould not accept such an indefinite of- 
* fer. M. Venizelos said the proposal of 
Turkey must declare explicity that the 
question of Adrianople must be set- 
tled independently later. He added 
that the proposed compromise should 
even include territory not yet occupied 
by the allies, citing as an instance Ja- 
nina. M. Miyuskovitch made a similar 


claim on behalf of Montenegro con- | 


cerning Scutari. Rechad then sald the 
translation of his communiaction had 
not been finished, but that the first part 
of it naturally meant the cession of 
Janina and Scutari. He added that 
the question of Albania and Crete 
should be solved by the powers who 
already had taken up the matter. 

Several delegates then asserted that 
this meant Turkey’s renunciation of 
both Albania and Crete, but Rechad 
replied that his instructions did .not 
extend to that. M. Novakovitch ob- 
served that the Turkish statement did 
not lend itself to any other interpreta- 
tion, the allies taking it in that sense, 

Turkey Wants Aegean Islands. 

Rechad, continuing his enumeration 
of the Turkish proposals, added that 
the Aegean islands should remain with 
Turkey. To this, M. Venizelos protest- 
»ed in the name of Greece and also on 
behalf of the. other allies. Finally 
Rechad ended the reading of his com- 
munication by proposing that Turkey 
and Bulgiria treat direct concerning 
Adrianople. M. Daneff immediately de- 
clared it would be impossible to accept 
this proposition, saying “the Balkan 
States were united en bloc to obtain 
their independence: en bloc they con-' 
ducted the war, and en bloc they in- 
tend to carry on the negotiations and 
conclude peace on all large or small] 
questions that may arise.” 

Rechad then inquired whether the 
allies were ready to discuss peace on 
the basis of the Turkish proposals of 
today. M. Venizelos replied that he de- 
sired Rechad to put in writing and de- 
liver to the allies the text of his prop- 
osition, so they might return a written 
answer. 

Thereupon the sitting was suspend- 
ed, When it was again resumed Rechad 
complied with the request of M. Ven- 
igelos, and was given the written reply 
of the allies. This said the allies would 
maintain their original terms, but, 
the sake of discussion, they would in- 
vite Rechad to present to the next sit- 
ting of the conference a map of the 
line proposed by Turkey marked out 
district of Adrianople, with the frontier 
on it. The conferenc® then adjourned 
until Friday.

He was asked if he had made i@y 
plans for his own inauguration in this 
connection. 

“I hadn't thought out the method 
at all,” he said. “I have simply satis- 
fied myself with impressing the gen- 
tlemen on the inaugural committee 
with the desire to have the inaugura- 
tion as simple as possible.” 

The president-elect was questioned 
as to whether he thought it woulg be 
an added convenience to members of 
cungiess to know just how soon after 
the ciosing of the present’ session of 
congress they would have to reassem- 
ble for an extra session.

ALL PRECEDENTS

He Takes Oath Without Usual 


Pomp Marking New York 
Inauguration. 


Albany, N. Y., January 1.—Precedents 
of years’ standing were ftgnored and 
others reated today during the in- 
auguration of Wiliiam Sulzer as demo- 
cratic governor of the Empire State, 

All the pomp and display usually in- 
cident to such occasions were jacking; 
this at the governor’s own request. 
There was no military demonstrations; 
no governor's salute of 19 guns, no pa- 
rade; nothing to feature the induction 
imto office of the state’s chief execu- 
tive, except a notable gathering of 
prominent people and the carrying out 
of the procedure provided by the con- 
stitution. 

The new governor - insisted upon 
walking from the executive mansion to 
the capitol, refusing to ride in a car- 
riage which had been provided. After 
the ceremonies he inaugurated a new 
feature by appearing on the front 
steps of the capitol and addressing thy 
thousands who were unable to witness 
the ceremonies inside. 

Jovernor Sulzer took the constitn- 
tlonal oath of office in the lavishly 
decorated assembly chamber. 

In his inaugural address the new 
executive pledged “an honest and effi- 
cient and economic and business-like 
administration, and was greeted with 
prolonged applause when he said: 

“The people know. that an ounce of 
performance is wurth a ton of promise, 
and they will judge my administration 
not by what I say now, but by what 1 
do hereafter.” 

The popular election United 
States senators was the principal ; 
recommendation made by Governor 
Sulzer in his first annual message to 
the legislature, which convened to- 
night. 

‘The people can and ought to 
trusted,” said the governor. “In my 
opinion the people of our state are 
in favor of the election of United 
States senatois by a direct vote. I 
favor this change in the federal con- 
stitution as I shall every other change 
that will restore the government to 
the control of the people.” 

The governor also asked the legis- 
lature to consider reducing the high 
cost of living and recommerfded suib- 
mission of an amendment for women 
suffrage to the people “as soon as 
possible,”

Dr. W. B. Summerall’s Report Makes 
Splendid Showing for 
Hospital. 


The total income of Grady hospital 
in 1912, shown in the report Dr. W. B 
Summerall, superintendent, has sub- 
mitted to council, was $7,508.15. 

During the first months of the 


year the income was $1,440.11, and in 
the last six months, during the time 
- the new hospital annex was put to 
use, the income was $6,060.04. The in- 
- come was derived solely from the pay 
wards which were installed in the new 
Grady hospital at a cost of $10,000, or 
about one-tenth of the whole cost of 
the building. 

The income from the rental of the 
wards will be sufficient to pay the in- 
terest on the hospital bonds, and put 
into the sinking fund an amount suffi- 
cient to redeem the bond issue before 
it is due. 

Hospital Showing Praised. 

The splendid showing of the hospital 
during the year under the management 
of Dr. Summerall has been favorably 
commented on by city officials. The 
fact that there are but twelve private 
wards, and that the income per month 
was a little more than $1,000, makes 
it possible for council and the finance 
committee to be generous to the hos- 
pital in the matter of providing for 
many urgent needs which Dr. Sum- 
merall declares is necessary to make 
the hospital the finest in the south. 

The hospital cost the city exactly 
$85,584.03. during -the year. The re- 
ceipts amounting to $7,508.15 deducted 
brings down the net cost to $78,075.88. 

There were 3,354 patients treated 
during the year in the hospital, and 
£21,916 in the clinics. The number of 
walking patients was 8,592. The am- 
bulance made 4,092 emergency calls, 
covering more than 13,000 miles, and 
established a record unprecedented by

When a tireq force of postal clerks 
finished late last night the hardest 
day's work they had ever had in the 
Atlanta postoffice, a day which marked 
the inauguration of the parcels post 
System, a great pile of 600 packages 
loomed up as a silent monument to 
the carelessness of man. 

These 600 bundles—containing such 
widely-varieg articles as books and 
cabbages, dressed poultry and savings 
banks, butter and nails and roast beef 
Were mailed by people who falled to 
find out what they had to do in order 
to make uSe of the parcels post sys- 
tem. They failed to put on their pack- 
ages the special stamps sold by Uncle 
Sam for packages, and as a result, ac. 
cording to the regulations of the post- 
office department, they will have to be 
held at the Atlanta office until the 
Senders are notified by card and come 
to the postoffice and substitute the 
right kind of stamps for the wrong 
kind which they used. 

Two Thousand Pounds Mailed. 

Before dark fell upon the city Wed- 
nesday over 1,000 pounds of matter hag 
been mailed and weighed and checkeu 
off by the clerks and other basket- 
fuls were waiting. Superintendent 
Hart estimated the total amount mail- 
ed during the first day and night at 
2,000 pounds. 

Many extraordinary packages were 
mailed at the parcels post window on 
New Year’s day. “Uncle George” 
Hammond, one of the veterans of the 
Atlanta office, was stationed at the 
window and endeavored to inspect ev- 
ery package before it was mailed. 
Seventy-odd times an hour, but never 
getting peeved, he informed people 
that they woulg have to have the spe- 
cial parcels post stamps instead of 
the ordinary stamps they had _ used. 
He saved people great delay in the de- 
livery of their packages by his in- 
formation. But scores rushed up and 
tossed their bundies in without wait- 
ing for instructions, and others dodged 
“Uncle George’ by going to the wrong 
window.

A number of Atlanta hostesses who 
entertain have declared recently that 
they have been discouraged in the mat- 
ter of giving large entertainments, be- 
cause the careless habit which pre- 
vails here of men and women, young 
and old,: not replying to invitations 
makes it’ impossible for a hostess to 
make the necessary arrangements 
which precede a large entertainment, 
especially if it be in the private resi- 
dence. 

Even if the entertainment happens 
to be at the club, the plan of the en- 
tertainment has to be given to the one 
in charge, and the first question is, 
“How many will there be?’ 

The hostess knows how many she 
has invited, but sometimes until the 
moment she receive her guests she 
does not know how many are coming, 
for as many as two-thirds frequently 
neglect to reply. 

“By the way,’ says Mr. Smith to Mr. 
Jones, after concluding a business con- 
versation With him in an office, “my 
wife received the invitation your wife 
Sent us, and we are surely going to 
your party.” Jones, of course, for- 
sets to tell his wife, and Mrs. Jones 
begins to wonder whether the Smiths 
received their invitation. | 

Nothing excuses Mrs. Smith for not 
having replied to the invitation except 
ignorance of the fact that a reply is 
necessary, for if she cannot write 
through early neglect of education, she 
should: have had her husband's ste- 
nographer reply for her.
